LONDON,  Feb.  12— Andrew  O'Con- 
nor's bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  a  gift 
to  the  city  of  London  from  the  Irish- 
American  sculptor,  was  unveiled  in  the 
Royal  Exchange  today  by  the  lord 
mayor,  Sir  William  Waterlow,  in  the 
presence  of  Ambassador  Dawes,  the 
American  Consul-General  Halstead  and 
other  prominent  Americans  and  Eng- 
lishmen. The  presentation  of  the  bust 
was  made  by  Lord  Crew,  acting  for  Lord 
Reading,  chairman  of  the  Lincoln  com- 
mittee, as  "a  lasting  memorial  for  our 
homage  to  a  most  notable  life  and  our 
friendship  with  the  land  Lincoln  loved." 

The  lord  mayor  after  drawing  aside 
the  British  and  American  flags  draped 
on  the  bust,  said,  "Lincoln  is  one  to 
whom  all  nations  owe  regard  and  pay 
tribute,"  adding  that  the  unity  he 
brought  to  the  United  States  now  ex- 
tended throughout  the  world.  The  bust 
was  carved  in  Paris  in  1928,  from  a 
block  of  American  limestone,  quarried 
near  Lincoln's  home  in  Springfield.  111. 
Of  heroic  size,  it  portrays  a  Lincoln  of 
middle-age  before  the  civil  war,  bring- 
ing out  the  statesman's  great  simplicity 
as  well  as  strength.  Mr.  O'Connor,  who 
was  present,  was  congratulated  by  Mr. 
Dawes  and  others  on  his  work.

LONDON,  Feb.  12.— The  Royal  Ex- 
change closed  at  noon  today  to  allow 
the  honoring'  of  the  memory  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  on  his  birthday,  by  the  unveil- 
ing of  a  bust  by  the  Lord  Mayor.  Lord 
Crewe,  former  Ambassador  to  Paris, 
presented  the  bust  in.  the  presence  of 
Ambassador  Dawes  and  a  group  of 
dignitaries. 

The  bust  is  carved  from  a  block  of 
American  limestone  quarried  near 
Lincoln's  birthplace  and  is  by  the  Irish- 
American  sculptor  Andrew  O'Connor.  It 
is  a  replica  in  head  and  shoulders  of  the 
life-size  statue  by  the  same  artist  which 
stands  at  Springfield,  111.  It  was  placed 
in  the  Royal  Exchange  in  front  of  the 
plaque  on  the  wall  which  states  that 
the  first  Royal  Exchange  was  opened 
on  that  site  in  1575  by  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  ceremony  of  the  unveiling  was 
carried  out  with  the  traditional  pomp 
and  show.  The  Lord  Mayor  arrived  in  a 
state  carriage,  preceded  by  mace  and 
swordbearers  in  picturesque  regalia. 
Lord  Crewe,  in  presenting  the  statue, 
recalled  his  own  boyhood  memories  and 
the  wave  of  regret  that  swept  over 
Britain  when  the  news  of  Lincoln's  death 
arrived.  The  Lord  Mayor,  in  responding, 
spoke  of  the  City  of  London  having

LONDON— A  bust  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, carved  by  Andrew  O'Connor, 
distinguished  American  sculptor, 
from  block  limestone  quarried  near 
Lincoln's  birthplace  and  given  to  the 
British  Lincoln  Committee  by  the 
sculptor  as  a  token  of  gratitude  for 
several  years  spent  as  a  student  in 
London,  was  formally  presented  Feb. 
12,  to  the  Gresham  Committee  by  the 
Marquess  of  Crewe  at  the  Royal  Ex- 
change, where  it  will  stand. 

The  bust  is  of  heroic  size,  portray- 
ing Lincoln  in  middle  age,  before  the 
American  Civil  War.  Britain  pos- 
sesses three  other  statues  erected  to 
Lincoln,  one  at  Westminster,  another 
at  Manchester,  and  a  third  at  Edin- 
burgh. Edinburgh's  memorial  is 
claimed  to  be  the  first  Lincoln  statue 
in  Europe,  having  been  erected  in 
1893  by  Wallace  Bruce,  then  United 
States  Consul  to  Edinburgh. 

Mr.  O'Connor,  who  has  the  rare 
distinction  of  being  the  only  for- 
eigner to  receive  the  Paris  salon  gold 
medal  for  sculpture,  awarded  for  his 
beautiful  group  "Tristan  und  Iseult," 
was  present  at  the  ceremony  at  the 
Royal  Exchange. 

Charles  G.  Dawes,  United  States 
Ambassador  to  Great  Britain;  Sen- 
ator Joseph  T.  Robinson,  represent- 
ing the  American  naval  conference 
delegates;  Sir  William  Waterlow, 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  a  distin- 
guished assembly,  including  the  Earl 
of  Derby,  were  present  at  the  cere- 
mony.
